UMass Lowell’s bookstore 
will remain on campus 
for the school year

UMass Lowell’s bookstore 
will remain on campus, accord¬ 
ing to Vice Chancellor Thomas 
Costello. 

Last year Barnes and Nobel 
approached James Cook, Exec¬ 
utive Director of the Lowell 
Plan, a non-profit organization, 
with a plan to move the 
University’s bookstore down¬ 
town, promising to put money 
into improving the city. 

The Lowell Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee then met in early October 
of last year to discuss dissolving 
the Bookstore Association and 
replacing it with the Barnes and 
Nobel bookstore downtown in 
the Jordan Marsh building. 

In April UMass Lowell’s 
administration opened bids for a 
new bookstore. Barnes and 
Nobel was the only bidder to 
propose a downtown bookstore. 
Student organizations, such as 
Student Government Associa¬ 
tion (SGA) and Graduate 


Student Association (GSA), 
began holding protests against 
the pending move. 

Chancellor William Hogan 
said, "What students were say¬ 
ing is correct. There will be 
inconviences in the short term, 
but they should look at the long 
term benefits. A downtown 
bookstore would help to 
improve relations between the 
city and the university." 

Vice-Chancellor Speronis 
added that, "Schools that have 
attempted to wall themselves 
off from their cities, like Yale, 
have found that they cannot and 
are now attempting to set up 
better relations with their 
cities." Both Hogan and Spero¬ 
nis believe that it is the duty of 
UMass Lowell to positively 
impact the life of the Lowell 
community. 

In May Hogan formed a

UMass appoints president

On May 27 the UMass 
Board of Trustees appointed Dr. 
Michael K. Hooker as the new 
president of the University of 
Massachusetts. Over the sum¬ 
mer of 1991, Southern Mas¬ 
sachusetts University and the 
University of Lowell merged 
with UMass (Amherst, Boston 
and Worcester). Since that time 
E.K. Fretwell served as the 
interim president. 

The search for a new presi¬ 
dent started when the five cam¬ 
puses merged and the original 
list of candidates was over 100. 
A committee chaired by Trustee 
Taylor was set up to review the 
candidates. They narrowed the 
list to 27, and of these nine 
were women and eight were 
African-American. The com¬ 
mittee to select a new president 
met informally with each of 
these candidates. According to 
Trustee Taylor the African- 
American candidates decided 
not to pursue the process any 
further. Finally the committee 
voted unanimously that Dr. 
Hooker was the number one 
choice. 


After the vote the committee 
launched an enormous back- 
round check on Dr. Hooker. 
While Dr. Hooker’s history with 
higher education was being 
checked, he met with officials 
in Massachusetts including the 
Governor and the chancellors of 
the five universities. 

Before he was appointed Dr. 
Hooker spoke to the Board of 
Trustees about the role he 
hoped to play at UMass. He 
believes UMass is at a turning 
point and that public confidence 
in the University must be 
strengthened. 

For the last six years Dr. 
Hooker has been the president 
of the University of Maryland 
Baltimore County. He received 
his B.A. in Philosophy in 1969 
from the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill, and he 
is an alumnus of the University 
of Massachusetts Amherst 
receiving his M.A. and his 
Ph.D. in Philosophy. 

The chancellor of UMass 
Lowell, William Hogan, is very

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Three UMass Lowell students charged 
with forgery and conspiracy

On Wednesday, September 
2, a Middlesex Grand Jury 
returned indictments on eight 
men on charges of making false 
licenses and conspiracy. 

Students William Benoit a 
Plastics Engineering major, 
Nathan Nicholson a Sociology 
major and Ivan Kousidis a 
Mechanical Engineering major 
were each indicted on one count 
of making, forging and possess¬ 
ing false licenses and conspira¬ 
cy. Former students Robert 
Miller and J.D. Low, both from 
Westford were also indicted, 
along with Ronald Depesa, of 
Norwell, Michael Burke, of 
Winthrop, and Ward Hannes, of 
Westford. 

The arraignments are the 
culmination of a year long 
investigation by UMass Lowell 
Police and Massachusetts State 
Police from the Major Crimes 
Section, Bureau of Special 
Investigations. According to 
Police Chief James Rowe, 


“UMass Lowell’s Police 
Department played a significant 
role in the investigation, includ¬ 
ing providing the initial breaks 
that eventually led to the indict¬ 
ments.'* 

UMass Lowell’s Inspector 
Hinckley worked with Mas¬ 
sachusetts Registry officers for 
over four months in the initial 
stages of the investigation. 
Many of the seized fake licens¬ 
es were handled by university 
police. “We’re pleased with the 
indictments,’’ said Rowe. 
“There is a need for prosecu¬ 
tions in incidents of this sort 
[fake id’s] are a significant 
problem in this university.” The 
investigation is considered 
closed. 

The forged licenses were 
allegedly made in the Austin 
Square Condominiums in Low¬ 
ell, the alleged base of the oper¬ 
ation, during parties hosted by 
the defendants. They were sold 
for between $50 and $100, pri¬ 
marily to students from UMass 


Lowell, UMass Amherst, and 
Salem State University. 

The Attorney General’s 
Office described the forgeries as 
“very good.” State investigators 
estimate that as many as 300 
fake licenses may have been 
produced by the defendants. 
The defendants were allegedly 
identified by a number of young 
men whose fake licenses were 
seized when they attempted to 
use them to either buy alcohol 
or enter a bar. The forged 
licenses have been seized in 
Lowell, Newbury, Framingham 
and Martha's Vineyard. 

The three students will be 
allowed to attend classes this 
fall, pending a hearing by the 
University’s judicial process. 
An administration official will 
decide whether or not the stu¬ 
dents will be suspended pending 
criminal trial. If suspended, the 
students can appeal. If convict-

committee of students to help 

decide whether or not the book¬ 
store should move. The majori¬ 
ty of the committee decided 
against moving. They would 
like the bookstore downtown 
but only after the city shows 
that there are other retailers 
interested and committed in 
moving into the Jordan Marsh 
building, said Scott Baetz, a 
member of the committee. 
Hogan overrode the commit¬ 
tee’s decision and allowed the 
developer, Paul Townsend, to 
start the project. 

In late July Townsend sent a 
fax to both Hogan and Costello 
stating that he would not be 
able to take on the job leaving 
the Lowell Plan and the project 
without a developer. Cook said, 
“Times are hard and Townsend 
probably could not come up 
with the funds to buy the build¬ 
ing.” However, Townsend said, 
“We saw Barnes and Noble as 
the anchor of this project and 
yet it became almost impossible 
to find other retailers to commit 
to the project.” Townsend went 
on to say, “I directly 
approached eight big name 
retailers and I could not get one 
to commit.” 

When asked if he believed 
the students protesting had any 
affect on the retailers not com¬ 
mitting Townsend said, “No I 
don’t believe it had a major 
effect. It did however affect 
Barnes and Noble. Barnes and 
Noble are concerned for the stu¬ 
dents.” 

Though Townsend gave up 
the work he believes the book¬ 
store will eventually end up 


downtown. “I can see the book¬ 
store downtown, but for it to 
work there are two things nec¬ 
essary. The developer has to 
have more time to lease out 
space around Barnes and Noble, 
and businesses have to know 
more people will be going 
downtown. Growth of the uni¬ 
versity will improve the 
chances of businesses going 
downtown.” 

Hogan believes that, "If the 
conditions we [the university] 
set were met by the city, a 
downtown bookstore is in the 
best long term interests of the 
university." 

According to Cook, the city 
is working on finding a new 
developer, “We believe the pro¬ 
ject has so much merit that we 
(the Lowell Plan) and the Low¬ 
ell Develop Financial Corpora¬ 
tion will work in conjunction 
with Massachusetts Land Bank 
to put together a team of devel¬ 
opers for this project.” 

Costello feels the same as 
last semester stating, “I believe 
the move could be good for the 
city and the university. You can 
not separate the two. Politically 
and socially they are interwo¬ 
ven, but the city has not ful¬ 
filled their side as of yet.” 

Costello went on to say, “I 
believe we will have the book¬ 
store on campus for at least the 
next school year. Townsend 
gave his notice toward the end 
of July and people are on vaca¬ 
tion in August so I do not know 
how much effort has gone into 
finding a developer. I don’t 
think we will see a proposal for 
at least another month or two.” 


Conventions patrolled by 
video-toting professors 


Muncie,Ind. (CPS) 

Two video-toting professors 
from Ball State University are 
becoming media veterans as 
they patrolled the political con¬ 
ventions in search of footage 
soon to be seen in thousands of 
college classrooms. 

Ralph Baker and Joe Losco, 
a pair of political scientists who 
started out three years ago “just 
to have a little fun,” have found 
themselves producers of two 
videos that will accompany two 
best-selling political science 
textbooks. 

“We started off with a fairly 
crude video at first,” Losco 
said. “ We were pleased when a 
publisher asked us to do a 
whole series for them.” The 
first video was about a day in 
the life of a local congressman. 

One of the two videos now 
in production will focus on the 
1992 campaign; the other on the 
role of party politics in the race 
for the White House. 

The pair, who have no pre¬ 
vious film experience, say they 
often hire camera crews and 
directors to work for them. At 
the Democratic convention, 
they shared production facilities 
with MTV and other alternative 
media. 


“We noticed a lot of 
unorthodox media coverage at 
the convention. There was a 
much more diverse media 
corps, not the standard Wash¬ 
ington-New York elite type, but 
rather representatives of lots of 
groups including young peo¬ 
ple,” Losco said. 

“We were the editors,” 
explained Losco, who said he 
and his partner often worked 
until midnight interviewing del¬ 
egates and politicians at Madi¬ 
son Square Garden and the 
Republican convention at Hous¬ 
ton’s Astrodome. 

“Ralph and I make sure the 
product is driven by the content, 
and not the medium,” said 
Losco, who noted the publishers 
hired them because they were 
political scientists who were 
familiar with issues that need to 
be conveyed to college students. 

Losco predicted that the 
textbook will be only one com¬ 
ponent in a multimedia mix in 
the classroom of the future. 
“You’ll see videos, class simu¬ 
lations, computer software and 
textbooks integrated and made 
to work together as a unit.” 

Today’s college students, 
added Losco, are part of a 
“visual generation."

City closes lot behind Durgin hall

The river lot located behind 
Durgin Hall is no longer avail¬ 
able for student parking. 

The decision came last 
semester when the Lowell City 
Council decided on March 3 to 
close the lot indefinitely to stu¬ 
dents for parking. 

On March 17 the Councils 
Parks and recreation subcom¬ 
mittee met and Councilor Kath¬ 
leen Kelly moved to close the 
lot on April 15. The subcommit¬ 
tee passed it to the city Council. 
The Lowell City Council then 
passed the motion. 


However, on March 24 the 
council met and Councillor 
Richard Howe moved to recon¬ 
sider the vote. They voted to 
keep the lot opened until May 
21, which allowed students to 
park there until the end of last 
semester. 

The lot was originally 
donated to the city back in 1938 
for green space. Vice Chancel¬ 
lor Thomas Costello comment¬ 
ed, “I think it is a great idea for 
green space. It is a beautiful 
area with the river view, howev¬ 
er the lot was donated over 50 
years ago and I don’t think to 


give us another two years would 
have made a difference and it 
would have given us the time to 
find alternative parking.” 

Costello said of the parking 
problem that is anticipated this 
year, “We have not yet found 
alternative parking. We are 
looking into the old GE lot but 
we don’t know if the owner is 
interested in allowing us to use 
it. We have plenty of extra 
spaces in the Fox Hall lot and in 
the Research Foundation lot. 
We added an extra shuttle bus to 
transfer students from Fox hall 
to south campus. 


11% enrollment drop at UML

UMass Lowell has been 
struggling in the wake of an 
enrollment drop. This will 
mean a drop in fees of approxi¬ 
mately 11%. Measures have 
been taken to mitigate the antic¬ 
ipated drop in revenue, but fac¬ 
ulty admit that the causes of the 
drop are beyond the reach of the 
administration. 

“Demographics have played 
a large part in the drop in the 
enrollment,” said Donald 
Donati of Enrollment Services. 
Acknowledging that the birth 
rate was down significantly in 
1974, UMass Lowell faculty 
calculated that enrollment 
would subsequently drop. 

Since the early eighties, the 
administration has predicted a 
substantial drop of college age 
constituents. Even with these 
handicaps, enrollment is up 9% 
after summer registration. “We 
have always done a little better 
than we predicted that we 
would do during these gluts in 
enrollment,” Donati says. 

“First impressions are 


important,” says Donati, who 
supports the recent administra¬ 
tive action to invested over 
$100,000 to re-design the 
admissions office in Dugan 
Hall, South Campus. The reno¬ 
vation includes the construction 
of five new offices which are to 
outfit five new Admission Offi¬ 
cers. “The Officers are recent 
graduates of UMass Lowell and 
were hired to encourage enroll¬ 
ment. They [the Officers] will 
be able to relate to the students 
more readily because of their 
age. They will be able to give 
the prospective students the 
inside information that they are 
looking for,” said Lawrence 
Martin of Admissions, “Guaran¬ 
teed it will boost admissions.” 
In addition to the $100,000 
spent on the renovation of the 
admissions suite, there is a yet 
undetermined amount to be 
spent on new equipment and 
supplies, as specified by Pat 
Grygiel, Admissions Manager. 

Equipping the Admissions 
office with a new facade was 
not the only action taken to 


draw more students to register. 
Paul Rahmeier and other faculty 
from Academic Affairs urged 
the Chancellor to raise the 
amount of outstanding fees a 
student wishing to re-register 
can accumulate. Formerly, a 
student might be barred from 
registering if they owed as little 
as $100 to UMass Lowell. As 
of this semester, a student can 
be allowed to register and owe 
as much as $600. 

“The economic conditions 
haven’t helped either,” said 
Rahmeier. The rising tuition 
costs are a causal factor in the 
drop in enrollment. Rahmeier, 
who teaches a course in ethics 
at UMass Lowell, says that 
“half of all UMass Lowell stu¬ 
dents pay more than half of 
their expenses, 91% of all stu¬ 
dents pay at least part of their 
bill.” 

“Tuition increases are infuri¬ 
ating to students, however there 
should be no increases over the 
next few years,” said Rahmeir.

ed in a court of law, the men 
could face maximum penalties 
of five years in state prison for 
making false licenses, as well as 
a mandatory one year loss of 
drivers license. 

The defendants also face a 
charge of conspiracy, which 
carries a $2000 fine and five 
years imprisonment, if convict¬ 
ed. The Attorney General’s 
Office plans to arraign the men

pleased with the appointment. 


next week. 

“Underage drinking and 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol continues to be a major 
criminal justice and societal 
problem in this state, and we are 
determined to hold responsible 
those who make it easy for 
teenagers to buy alcohol,” 
Attorney General Harshbarger 
said in a press release announc¬ 
ing the indictments. “We want 
to send a message to teenagers 
and underage students that they 
run a real risk when they 
engage in such conduct.” 

He said “Dr. Hooker under¬ 
stands what Lowell is about. He 
has a grasp of what we are and 
he put it in context [of the entire 
UMass system] immediately.”

(CPS) - The fight for the presi¬ 
dency has moved from the con¬ 
vention halls to the towns, cities 
and campuses across the United 
States, particularly key states in 
the Midwest.

A1 Gore of Tennessee, 
maintain that after 12 years of 
Republican presidential leader¬ 
ship, a change of party and phi¬ 
losophy is needed at 1600 Penn¬ 
sylvania Ave. 

The race for the White 
House includes winning the 
hearts - and votes- of college 


and university students. While 
historically the 18-24 age group 
has had the lowest voter turnout 
of all age groups, both parties 
have made it clear the youth 
vote is important. 

And that fight is being held 
on college campuses across the 
United States. College Republi¬ 
cans were out in force at the 
Republican convention in Hous¬ 
ton, as was the Republican 
Youth Coalition, controlled by 
College Republicans.

Sea turtle population recovery 
may take up to 70 years 


Raleigh, N.C. (CPS) - It will 
take a t least 70 years for the 
Southeastern U.S. loggerhead 
sea turtle to recover from its 
threatened state even if current 
protection regulations are main¬ 
tained, a graduate student at 
North Carolina State University 
says. 

In a paper presented to the 
Ecological Society of America 
in Honolulu, Selina Heppell 
outlined loggerhead research 
findings that she conducted with 
adviser Dr. Larry B. Crowder, a 
professor of zoology, and two 
other researchers. 

The team used a computer 


model to forecast future turtle 
population trends and conclud¬ 
ed that a tenfold population 
increase would be needed 
before the mammals could be 
considered out of danger of 
extinction. It would take even 
longer, as many as 70 years, 
until the turtle recovers from a 
threatened state. 

The researchers noted that 
even if protective devices were 
required on fishing trawlers in 
ocean and inland sound waters a 
tenfold population recovery 
could take as much as 30 to 40 
years. 

The computer model, based 


on 20 years of data on logger- 
head turtles near Little Cumber¬ 
land Island, Ga., took into con¬ 
sideration how much an individ¬ 
ual turtle at a particular state of 
life can contribute to the future 
growth of the population as a 
whole. 

The study revealed that pro¬ 
tecting the larger juveniles and 
adults is more important than 
protecting eggs or hatchlings 
because the older turtles have a 
higher reproductive value.

But were afraid to ask because it was 5 seconds to deadline

Please cut this out and hang it next 
to your Madonna poster if the possi¬ 
bility of your submitting anything to 
the Connector even remotely exists; 
be it a personal, an article, or just 
the delivery of an announcement 
from your club to our humble center 
of operations in Fox Hall 426. 

That’s because this behind the 
scenes story, if it does its job, will 
let you walk away secure in the 
knowledge that you are mentally 
prepared to succeed at the game of 
having your story /letter/announce¬ 
ment/ comic/personal appear in 
these pages. 

At the bottom of these pages 
(usually page 2) sits our revered 
Publication Policy. It will be sitting 
there all semester, every week. It's a 
terse, dry little document with 
instructions on how, when, and 
where to submit copy to The Con¬ 
nector, and it was written with the 
care due any policy announcement. 
It will serve you well if you but read 
it. 

However, it does have its draw¬ 
backs. To keep it a brief set of 
instructions, it happens to be rather 
long on do’s and dont’s and short on 
examples and instructions. That's 
where this rambling, long-winded 
document comes in. This article rep¬ 
resents a time for us, before the 
semester has a chance to accelerate 
into its usual blur, to tranquilly con¬ 
sider life and The Connector. And 
by writing this, it is my fervent hope 
that your experiences with us will be 
ever joyful, that you will gain last¬ 
ing and meaningful insight into the 
workaday world of college journal¬ 
ism, and so that this page doesn't 
have too much white space on it. So 
open up some Fig Newtons, pour 
your favorite General Foods Interna¬ 
tional Coffee and sit back. 

Deadline 


First of all, in considering the Pub¬ 
lication Policy, (or pubpol, as we 
say) we immediately trip on that 


5:00 deadline. Does this mean that if 
you show up at 5:01 the door is 
locked? Not exactly. What usually 
happens when a submission is late is 
the submittor tiptoes in with a hum¬ 
ble expression and says something 
original like, "Is it too late for this?" 
and we'll say something original like 
"No," and whatever the thing is will 
get thrown into the trusty file box 
that holds the copy for that week. If 
you come in even later, say from 
6:00 on, the same thing will happen, 
only you'll be interrupting our staff 
meeting and you'll have to deliver 
your line in front of about 20 people 
and you’ll feel like an even bigger 
jerk. 

So what does the 5:00 deadline 
mean? It means that if you have a 
complex submission, one where you 
have to explain something, or ask us 
questions, then you might have a bit 
more trouble trying to get someone 
to listen to you after this deadline 
because we'll be busy already trying 
to lay out a 24 page paper without 
having to sleep over. So if you have 
any special requests, try to get them 
to us several hours ahead so we'll 
have enough time to go over them 
with you. Which we will gladly do. 
The easiest way 

Now the absolute easiest way to 
submit your copy is to type it into 
our computer in Fox Hall Room 
426. This allows you to edit elec¬ 
tronically, resolve grammatical enig¬ 
mas instantly with the help of our 
courteous and knowledgeable staff, 
and also lets us proofread it before 
you leave. One warning- late on 
Monday afternoon is the worst time 
to try this, especially if you've never 
done it before. You are more than 
welcome to come down between 
classes any day during our office 
hours (Mon-Wed 8:30-4:00, and 
Thu-Fri 8:30-2:00) to type your 
copy in for the next week's issue. It's 
less crowded toward the end of the 
week, so if you need relative quiet, 
that's the best time. 


The other way 

Of course you can always submit 
on paper if you follow these guide¬ 
lines. For letters to the editor, arti¬ 
cles, and longer submissions, sim- 
ply: 

1. Type doublespace so there'll be 
room for us to insert correction or 
instructions to the typesetter. 

2. Try to keep the typed lines as 
equal in length as possible. This 
helps us when we count the number 
of characters in your submission to 
determine how much space to lay 
out for it (which we rarely do, but so 





what). If you word process, don't 
justify the type- it gives a false 
count. 

3. Put your name and box number 
on it. Also, if you include your 
phone number we'll be able to call if 
something was omitted or if there's 
anything else we can't figure out. 
Notices 

Take a look at how our Notices 
Page (usually page 2) is set up (that 
is, if we got enough notices this 
week to print any.) For the notices 
page, we would like submissions 
that are short and include only 
specifics such as dates, times and 
places. If you want to announce new 
club officers, use the mailrooms. 
Organizational ads 

We will typeset boxed display ads 
for events which pertain to enough 
members of the university to justify 
the extra space. Many times, an 
organization will submit one of the 


hand written fliers that they have 
posted around campus and ask us to 
run it. While we’ll accept the sub¬ 
mission in that form, we will gener¬ 
ally typeset it before publication 
because the originals generally don't 
reproduce well in the paper. 

Size of the ad is based on the prox¬ 
imity of the event, the size of the 
intended audience, and the availabil¬ 
ity of space, and is not usually guar¬ 
anteed in advance. Any little graph¬ 
ics you want in the ad should be 
done in black ink, and be as close as 
possible to whatever size you (rea¬ 
sonably) think it will appear in the 
paper. 

To re-run any ad or notice, simply 
cut it out of The Connector, tape it to 
a piece of paper and resubmit it each 
week. Please do not give us a piece 
of paper and ask us to do it all 
semester— this grinds against our 
system to layout out the paper, and 
your submission will most likely not 
make it past week one. 

Comics 

Writing a weekly strip for The 
Connector is probably the easiest 
way for you to become famous in 
your lifetime. The two never-break 
rules if you want your strip to see 
the light of print are 1) Use black ink 
only, 2) Draw it exactly 4"tall by 
10" long. There is also a need for 
fillers These should be drawn 2"x3". 

Actually, there's a third unwritten 
rule which states that the likelyhood 
of your comic running is directly 
proportional to how good it is versus 
whether or not you’re on the staff. 
For instance, if you work in Contin¬ 
uing Ed, don't even bother sending 
anything. Please, those comics a few 
years ago were really bad. Of 
course, this is just my opinion, and 
is not intended to reflect the consen¬ 
sus of The Connector, although it 
really does. 

While we’re on the subject of 
Comix, you may notice that we don't 
print Doonesbury, Garfield, and 
Calvin and Hobbes, the feeling 


being that it would be pretty stupid 
to print five strips for the past week 
at once after they had already 
appeared in other daily papers. What 
the comics department is really 
looking for is original underground- 
type art that departs from the ordi¬ 
nary punchline strips that currently 
monopolize the comics pages. If you 
think you can accomplish that feat, 
then contact the Comics Editor, 
Dave Sockey, here at x5009 . 
Personals/ Classified 

To submit personals to your 
friends or enemies simply type them 
onto a 3x5 index card with your 
name and box number on the back. 
We limit it to one per week per stu¬ 
dent. The obscene ones always get 
tossed out so don't even bother. 

Students and faculty may submit 
classified ads in the same manner of 
the personals. 

Well that's about it 

Well that's about it. You may be 
wondering how we edit your sub¬ 
missions and the answer is that we 
reserve the right to do whatever we 
want. Generally, we only edit for 
length when necessary. There's no 
set limit on length, but don't just 
walk up to Fox 426 with a 
manuscript and expect miracles. 
Always talk to us in advance if you 
have any special requests or would 
like any favors. We don't mind 
doing them, we just need enough 
time. 

And I would be doing you a major 
disservice if I didn't point out that 
working for The Connector is one of 
the best moves you could make dur¬ 
ing your stay at ULowell. We have 
more real work experience for your 
resume than you'll know what to do 
with. And besides writing, there's 
page design, layout, paste up, dark¬ 
room work and typesetting. Our 
meetings are Mondays at 6:00pm in 
Fox Hall room 426. Come by any¬ 
time for a look. Freshmen searching 
feverishly for their niches in this big 
university are especially welcome. 
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Stafford Loans 


Lending institutions mail 
Stafford and SLS (Supplemental 
Loan Checks directly to the 
Business Office, located in 
Room 128, Dugan Hall, South 
Campus. The checks are made 
payable to both the University 
and the student, and therefore 
require the student’s endorse¬ 
ment. The Business Office will 
notify the student when his/her 
check arrives from the lending 
institution. (Check your student 
mailbox for your notice). 
Checks can be negotiated begin¬ 
ning the first day of classes, 
Tuesday September 8, 1992. 
Please be advised that students 
are required by Federal Law to 
attend an entrance interview 
with the Financial Aid Office. 
All incoming freshmen and 
transfer students as well as all 
first-time borrowers are 
required to attend an entrance 
interview before they will be 
allowed to endorse their loan 
checks. Interviews will begin 
on Wednesday, September 16, 
1992 and will be held every 


Wednesday from 9 a.m. to 12 
noon and from 2 p.m. to 5 p.m., 
on the hour and half-hour. Ses¬ 
sions will last approximately 20 
minutes. 

Once the check is endorsed, 
the loan is applied to your 
tuition/fee account. Refund 
checks, due to remaining credit 
balances, will be issued. Any 
loan check which remains 
unsigned by a student, must be 
returned to the lending institu¬ 
tion after 120 days. 

PLUS (parental) Loans 

PLUS (parental) Loans are 
mailed directly from the lending 
institution to the 
parent/guardian borrower. The 
check is made payable to the 
parent/guardian borrower. It is 
the student’s responsibility to 
make sure his/her university 
obligations are paid for from the 
loan. 

Refund Checks 

Students who are eligible for 
Financial Assistance, and who 
have completed the Financial 
Aid Verification Process, 


including signing and returning 
their Financial Aid Notification 
letters, will have their Financial 
Aid credited to their student 
account. Refund checks for 
credit balances will be issued as 
soon as possible after the fourth 
week of classes. Please note, 
Massachusetts Board of 
Regents General Scholarship 
money will not be released as 
refunds until funds are received 
from the Treasurer of the Com¬ 
monwealth.

We provide diagnosis and 
treatment of minor and acute ill¬ 
ness and injuries. In addition 
we also offer Mantoux Tb. test¬ 
ing, blood pressure monitoring, 
a woman’s health clinic, routine 
laboratory work, health educa¬ 
tion and counseling and a 
referral service for more com¬ 
plicated medical problems. Our 
services are free to all full-time 
undergraduate and graduate stu¬ 
dents,. The only requirement 


that health services has is the 
student must have on file, a 
completed history and physical 
and proof of immunization 
against tetanus measles, mumps 
and rubella. 

Our staff consists of a med¬ 
ical secretary, an R.N., nurse 
practitioners and a consultant 
physician. Nurse practitioners 
are registered nurses with 
advanced skills, education, and 
training that are authorized to 
provide health care similar to 
that provided by a physician.

In the Brains— 

David Lynch achieves 
something new in 
Fire Walk With Me

It’s miraculous that a picture 
like David Lynch’s Twin Peaks: 
Fire Walk With Me could be 
financed, placed into produc¬ 
tion, and released to public the¬ 
atres. The movies have been so 
bad lately it’s like a wish ful¬ 
filled when something this sat¬ 
isfying gets wound around 
seven reels and shipped in can¬ 
isters to the same multiplexes 
featuring Whispers in the Dark 
and Death Becomes Her. I 
know this sounds snobbish, but 
seeing lines stretch around the 
block for the tedious, brooding 
Unforgiven while Fire Walk 
With Me , which has a lot more 
to offer, suffers from lackluster 
advertising and bad press, can 
be infuriating. It’s enough to 
make you think nothing good 
can succeed, that the gifted 
always lose. 

Aspiring moviemakers, take 
note: try not to do anything 
even remotely interesting or 
intelligent; you’ll be punished 
for it. 

In the TV series “Twin 
Peaks,’’ Laura Palmer’s corpse 
helped us get to know the other 
characters; here we get to know 
Laura. Chronicling the last 
week of her life, the movie 
gives pert, wholesome-looking 
Laura (Sheryl Lee) a staggering 
number of vices. Her experi¬ 
mentation is remarkable: 
cocaine; prostitution; promiscu¬ 
ity; chain-smoking; alcohol; 
submission to rapists; bisexuali¬ 
ty; murder. 

The movie suggests that her 
father Leland (Ray Wise) drove 
her to such reckless, sado¬ 
masochistic heights through 
molestation and psychic torture 
(he takes her in her sleep and 
knows her every secret). Laura 
had always known she was 
being victimized, but never sus¬ 
pected Leland; her imagination, 


probably enhanced by the 
cocaine, fleshed out a long¬ 
haired, bearded, jean-jacketed 
demon called BOB. Gradually 
the truth dawns on her, and 
takes its toll on her friends and 
lovers—in this case, the entire 
town. 

An ingenious prologue set a 
year earlier details the FBI’s 
investigation of another Leland 
Palmer victim, involving among 
other things a blue rose, a bro¬ 
ken fingernail, an emerald ring, 
a hostile small town sheriff, a 
rotting trailer park (Harry Dean 
Stanton is the proprietor), the 
number six, nicotine, two naive 
detectives (Chris Isaak, Keifer 
Sutherland), and rigor mortis. In 
these scenes Lynch achieves 
effects equal to the best of the 
series, where he turned wormy 
immobility into opera. When 
the setting switches to Twin 
Peaks, though, we go straight 
into Laura’s head, and Lynch 
achieves something new. 

What he’s done is quite 
extraordinary; he’s grafted a 
starry-eyed seventeen-year- 
old’s sensibility over “adult” 
material. Sheryl Lee is a mar¬ 
vel; she gives us a feel of 
Laura’s insides, of her coke- 
fried dizziness. She’s all shivers 
and raw nerves, and she’s at her 
most beautiful when under tor¬ 
ture. Lee’s performance is so 
over-the-top it might be dis¬ 
missed as too facile, as pure 
affectation. Maybe it is, but it 
works. While out in the woods 
with boyfriend Mike (Dana 
Ashbrook) and high on cocaine, 
she witnesses a shooting, and 
when she sees the victim’s 
head—split wide open with 
brains spilling out of its sides 
like bubbly wads of chewed 
bubble gum—she breaks up 
laughing. When Mike tells her 
it isn’t funny, she laughs harder. 
Laura suggests a girl stimulated 


by violence, who makes buf¬ 
foons out of those uncomfort¬ 
able with pain and death. 

There are decent people in 
her life—James Hurley (James 
Marshall), a quiet biker who 
sees her worth, and Donna Hay¬ 
ward (Moira Kelly), the virtu¬ 
ous “best friend”—and it’s a 
joke whenever they’re around. 
They don’t have a clue: in a 
ridiculous conversation James 
tries to convince her she isn’t 
“the dumbest animal on the 
farm”—“Gobble, gobble, gob¬ 
ble,” she replies. And when she 
strolls around her house packed 
in a tight black dress with 
Donna standing in the living 
room, it’s a visual gag: woman¬ 
ly big Laura towers over her 
pale-little-nothing friend. (Later 
they share an experience in the 
back room of a roadhouse, and 
Donna tries on a little black.) 
They’re doormats; they can’t 
break through her druggy daze. 
In The Lost Weekend , Ray Mil- 


land’s alcoholic writer was 
saved by the virtuous ones. 
Laura takes the character one 
step further: she goes ahead and 
blows her brains out. 

Fire Walk With Me has 
dream logic, but how do you 
review a dream? I can tell you 
what happens and what I think 
it means, but that would spoil a 
movie that depends on your 
ignorance; it’s intensely plea¬ 
surable to watch it and not 
know what will happen next. 
Lynch must be able to gauge an 
audience’s expectations, 
because he plays with them, 
toys with them—not in a per¬ 
verse, pre-planned fashion, like 
Hitchcock, but by instinct; 
Lynch is a complete original. 

But the reviewers aren’t 
helping; they call Lynch a cynic 
who enjoys flaunting offensive 
material. Jay Carr of the Globe 
sees Lynch as “squeezing a few 
bucks” out of the Laura Palmer 
phenomenon and rejects the 


movie as “dispirited quasi- 
pom.” Never mind the fact that 
an artist’s disposition has noth¬ 
ing to do with the value of his 
art (Oedipus won’t restore your 
faith in mankind, and no one 
would accuse Mary McCarthy 
of being an optimist); the label 
“cynic” is simply all wrong for 
Lynch. His intuitive technique 
and painter’s eye do anything 
but cast judgments. 

And the critics back up their 
rickety argument with bland 
moralizing—“Decent folks 
shouldn’t be subjected to rape, 
violence, nudity, etc.” It’s that 
old saw about the Hollywood 
whorehouse that reminds me of 
Graham Chapman’s Nude Man: 
“It’s titillation for the sake of it. 
A deliberate attempt at cheap 
sensationalism. I don’t care 
what the so-called avant-garde, 
left-wing, intellectual namby- 
pambies say...It is filthy ’

A rock and roil show, to me.

Tora Tora, I took a moment out 
of my persistent battle for the 
front row and its photo opportu¬ 
nities to take a look behind me 
at the ravenous group of Tora 
Tora fans and clubgoers-on-a- 
budget. I still could not find a 
familiar face. I did, however, 
find a face that always seem to 
follow me from club to club, the 
most humorous yet most dread¬ 
ed face of all: the drunkest guy 
in the club.

Bookstore. Bookstore. 
Where’s the bookstore? 

Is the bookstore going downtown? 

Is it going to stay on campus? 

Are they going to move it to downtown Moscow to 
help revitalize the Russian economy? 

These are questions that nearly every student is ask¬ 
ing. However, our administration (in the fine bureau¬ 
cratic tradition) just doesn’t have the answers. 

In May Chancellor Hogan set up a committee to 
choose a new bookstore for UMass Lowell. The univer¬ 
sity received five bids, and of these bids only one was 
for an off campus bookstore. A majority of this commit¬ 
tee of students decided that an on campus bookstore was 
in the best interests of UMass Lowell. 

Reneging on his promise to listen to the students, 
Hogan opted for the only off campus bid, the Barnes 
and Noble proposal. Perhaps he truly believed that a 
downtown bookstore would launch Lowell into a gold¬ 
en age (as many Lowell officials believe), or maybe he 
bowed to pressure from Paul Tsongas (as many students 
believe). Whatever the case, Hogan did not heed the 
recommendation of the committee he set up. 

The entire downtown bookstore plan hinged on 
Pied Piper economics. Hogan and most Lowell officials 
believed that other businesses, mesmerized by possible 
profit from students, would follow Barnes and Noble 
downtown like hypnotized rats. However, the other 
businesses did what Hogan did not; they listened to stu¬ 
dent protests. Realizing that students (forced to trek 
downtown against their will) would not shower money 
all over Lowell, the other businesses never showed up.

• Call them. Chancellor Hogan’s office number is 
934-2201. 

• Avoid the on campus bookstore as much as 
possible. Barnes and Noble (the ones who wanted 
the down town book store) are running it. 

• Visit an alternative bookstore or even the library 
for your books; buy used books from friends.

An open letter to ARA Services 


As I enter my fifth year of 
residence in Smith Hall, there 
have been certain things that I 
have come to enjoy; the sense 
of community that living in a 
small building fabricates, the 
convenience of living right on 
North Campus, and the enjoy¬ 
ment of having the best food on 
campus in our basement. I am 
appalled to learn of the discon¬ 
tinuance of weekend food ser¬ 
vice in Smith Hall. 

Now, it’s true that higher 
tuitions and the subsequent 
lower enrollment is a problem 
at UMass-Lowell. But this can¬ 
not be the blame for discontinu¬ 
ing weekend food service in 
Smith. Yes, Fox Hall will not 
be filled to capacity this year 
and the school does not have the 
on-campus residents it once 
had. However, there will be no 


drop in the number of residents 
in Smith or Eames. The popu¬ 
lation of these two buildings are 
going to remain constant to last 
year’s levels. It is obvious that 
the same amount of people will 
be eating on weekends in Smith. 
Thus, one cannot blame the 
weekend closings of Smith on 
declining enrollment. 

We Smith and Eames resi¬ 
dents have already had to toler¬ 
ate the closing of our Cafeteria 
on long weekends. Until last 
year, I would walk over to Fox 
to get the meals that I’ve paid 
for. But my friends and I 
stopped eating at Fox Hall when 
I became violently ill on the 
cold walk back and lost my din¬ 
ner over the University Ave.

I will not eat in 
Fox anymore; but why should 


you care - I’ve paid for my 
meals already.

Semester, the Department of 
Physics and applied Physics 
cordially welcomes newcomers 
and old faithfuls, with an excit¬ 
ing array of courses.

by Alvin Hudson & Rex Nelson 
(Saunders, 1990), available in 
the Bookstore. This program is 
not restricted to physics majors 
or, indeed, to science majors, 
but will be pitched at a high 


level, taking a good grounding 
in mathematics and some previ¬ 
ous acquaintance with physics 
for granted. It is planned to 
arrange special physics labora¬ 
tory sections for those admitted 
to the Honors Physics program.
